We are far and away the wealthiest nation of flic 
carth.j We are ruled by business and bossism. We 
have^nore government corruption of one sort and an- 


than- -any -other nation and perhaps all other 


nations. 
But there is vastly more good than bad in 


the country: . The people are becoming awakened . to 
their crudeness and shortcomings and are striving 
•with what 'light they have to purge the land of the 
corruptions that fester within the body politic — in the 
nation, the; states and the municipalities. We are try- 
ing to put business under the restraint of moral con- 
ditions as .well as of law. We are fighting bossism 
with some show of heart. We are exposing and pun- 
ishing public corruption with signal results. We are 
realizing on the hopes born and nurtured in times of 
blood and iron. We are still making good and eventu- 
ally the domain and government and people of your 
TJncle Samuel will get there — to the goal he set out to 
reach.

There is and there should be no desire to rob the 


youth of the land of the intensive pleasure of the day. 
The nation's natal anniversary cannot well be cele- 
brated without some concession to the old-time usages 
and traditions which have come down from that death- 
less and heroic incident of one hundred and thirty-five 
years ago. But there can. as there should be. a halt

with which devilish inventions have invested the day. 
High explosives in the hands of careless and ebullient 
youth spell danger. 
Hundreds dead and thousand? 


maimed is too great a price to pay for indulgence of 
that modern spirit which can express itself only in the 
making of a "big noise." But the fault, moreover, is 
not in the more strenuous spirit of young America. 
Commercialism ha? seized upon the day as it ha? upon 
the mercenary possibilities of c.thcr worthy institutions 
and tradition?.

skyscraper are not made the more fittingly to celebrate 
the day. but to sell. 
It is an industry the country can 


very well afford to .see rxtinguishc'i by public senti- 
ment and the law?. 


It is not impossible to keep a proper observance of 


the Fourth of July with an sb?cnce of killing, maiming 
and destruction of property. That is what the "safe 
and sane" propaganda has in view.

agreed to pay tall expenses was allowed to go ahead on 
the theorr that ha could do no great harm.

spected and looked over the stocks of goods owned by 
the merchants and advertised bargain sales; he dressed 
shop windows; he reorganized and put new life into the 
local newspaper! he induced the shopkeepers to buy 
plate-glas windows; he organized a street cleaning de- 
partment and had the town cleaned up. 


But he did not stop here. He brought salesmen there 


who gave talks on the art of salesmanship; he organ- 
ized a band and brought in an instructor for it; he got 
the women together and taught them with how little 
trouble they could improve their front and back yards; 
the one bank being unsatisfactory, he organized an- 
other; he got u'p a big Fourth of July celebration to 
which people came from miles around. 
It was suddenly 


discovered that Griswold had a boom, and, incidentally, 
the tireless regenerator Jot the plaie simultaneously 
found that his health was restored. 


The one drawback to this tale is that newspaper work
